Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After careful 
examination of the Applicant's claims the Examiner has found the independent claim is 
allowable. There is no evidence in the prior art of having an arthroplasty device comprising a disc 
having threaded outer surface, a resorbable material having an outer surface contacting the disc, 
a sleeve having an inner opening and an outer surface having a textured surface, a prosthetic 
component having a shank with an outer surface extending between a proximal end and a 
relative narrow distal end, wherein the distal end of the prosthetic component is inserted through 
the sleeve and the distal end contacts the resorbable material to decrease stress.
